Meeting of the American Board. 


We resume our report pf the proceedings of the 
Board, which we closed |ast week, at the time of 
the adjournment of the session of Wedoesday af- 
ternoon. 

On Wednesday evening, Chancellor Walworth 
introduced the eubject of the finances of the 
Board as the topic which would occupy the at 
tention of the meeting during the evening. Dr. 
Anderson stated what would be the cons quen- 
ces of redacing the expenditure of the Board. 
Some pains had been taken to see what woold 
be the effect of diminishing the expenses to 
the amount of $20,000. In order to effect this re 
duction, $1,000 invst come from the Aftican mie 
sion; from the West African 2500; from Con- 
stantinople, 2,000; from the Armenian mission, 
1,500; from Syria, 2,700; from another, 3,200; 
from Ahmednugzer, 1,000; from Ceylon, 1,704 
from the Sandwich Islands, 4,000, and from anoth 
er, 400. The results of this reduction would be 
the breaking up of schools wretchedneas and des- 








titution, as regarded the means of subsistence and 
conveniences of living among the missyonaries ; 
and a diseharge of the native helpers from their flelcs 
of labor. To save this $20,000, the Board would 
be obliged to merifice the resulte of an expend: 
tore of $100,000—he would say, €200,000. Thu 
he regarded ss wretched economy. 

Hoa, Wm. J. Hubbard, a member of the Pro 
dential Committee, contrasted the state of things 
twenty years ago and at the present time, Then 
the Board held their business meetings in the Old 
South Vestry which was not a quarter filled ; now 
the lergest hal! in the city cannet contain ite 
friends, At the anniversary of the Board we 
were $30,000 in debt, now we are $60,000.
